Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following Act, to-wlt: 

AN ACT to raise VoLunteer Forces, to repel the 
Invasion of the State and for other purposes. 
$ 1. Be it enacted by the General Aeeewiny of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by armed 
forces, acting under the authority of the so-called 
Confederate States, therefore, for the purpose of re- 
pelling said invasion the Governor of the State of 
Kentucky Is hereby directed to issue his proclama- 
tion forth with, calling out not less than forty thous- 
and soldiers, residents and citizens of Eentuoky, 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, 
to be mustered into the service of this Common- 
wealth for any term of service not lees than twelve 
months nor more than three years, from the time 
they were mustered into service, unless sooner 
discharged. 

$ 2. That the Governor be. and he Is hereby, 
authorised, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 

shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and pro- 
per for the command of such volunteers. 

\ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-oommis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose tor- 
vice may be tendered and accepted under the pro- 
visions of this act, shall bo mustered into service, 
at such places of rendesvous in the Congressional 
District in which they volunteer, as the General in 
the field shall appoint by his orders, and when so 
mustered into service shall be then and there 
entitled to receive in advance one month's 
pay, to bo taken and considered as part of their 

\ i. That the Governor be also authorised to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thonsand mon provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and fivo hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, thoy furnishing their own 
horses: Provided, That no person shall bo accept- 
ed in this arm of the scrvioe unless bis skilll and 
capacity have been tested by the General in com- 
mand, or such officer as he may detail for that 
purpose: And provided alto, That such persons 
shall receive five dollars per month of extra pay. 

J 6. That each horseman for the service of his 
horse shall receive five dollars per month; and in 
case his horso is killed by the enemy, be shall be 
paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

'4 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, who 
shall, when so elected, bo commissioned by the 
Governor on the certificate of the General com- 
manding. 

(f 8. That the Governor is authorized to accept 
the services of squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, when tendered as such, and commission 
the officers elected by the squadrons, battalions, 
and regiments so organized. The election of offi- 
cers by any company, battalion, squadron or reg- 
iment, shall be superintended and conducted by 
any justice of the peace or judge of the county 
court who may be called on for that purpose, and 
such justice or judge shall certify to the military 
board the names of the officers elected, and for 
what office each is elected and thereupon said 
board, if they approve the proceedings, shall cer 
tify to the Governor the names of the officers 
elected, and what office they have been respective 
ly elected to fill, who sball issue commissions in 
conformity to such certificate. 

\ 0. That the commanding General shall be en- 
titled to appoint and employ such staff officors 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
id article of the act, entitled "an act for the bet 
ter organization of the Kentucky militia," ap 
proved March !>, ISoO; and he sball have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General by 
the 10th, 11th, and 12th sections of said article of 
said act. 

} 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organised into squadrons, battalions, regiments 
brigades and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade and division, as are allowed in the 
army of the United States, and shall receive the 
samepsy and rations as are allowed the troops of 
the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed, out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

I 11. This act to be of force from Its passage. 

Has this day been pasted by both houses of the 
General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, the Governor's objections thereto to the 
contrary notwithstanding, and is therefore the law 
of the land. Now, tberofore, I, do hereby issnc 
this, my proclamation, commanding all officers 
and cititens ol this State to render obedience to 
all the requirements of said above reoitod act.

By the people of the State of North Carolina, 
as represented in Convention at Hatteras, 
Monday, Nov. 18, 1861. 
Be it ordained by this Convention, and it is 
hereby ordained and published by the au- 
thority of '.he same : 

I. That this Convention, on behalf of the 
people of North Carolina, and acknowledg- 
ing the Constitution of the United States of 
America as the supreme law of the land, 
hereby declares vacant all State offices, the 
incumbentsof which have disqualified them- 
selves to hold them by violating their oaths 
tosuport the Federal Constitution. 

II. That the office of Governor of this 
Commonwealth having been vacated by the 
death of John W. Ellis, and by the active 
treason to the Union of his constitutional 
successor, Acting Governor Clark, therefore 
Marble Nash Taylor be hereby appointed 
and declared Provisional Governor of North 
Carolina. 

III. That the Constitution of this State 
and its amendments, together with the stat- 
utes and laws thereof, as contained in the 
Revised Code put in operation January 1, 
1856, be declared continued in full force; al- 
so such subsequent acts of the General As- 
sembly as were not adopted in contravention 
of the National Constitution, or in deroga- 
tion of its authority. 

IV. That the ordinances of the Conven- 
tion which assembled at Raleigh on the 20th 
of May last, proclaiming the secession of 
this Commonwealth from the Federal Union, 
such secession being legally impossible, is of 
no force or effect; and said ordinance, to- 
gether with all other ordinances and acts of 
said Convention, or of the General Assem- 
bly, made and done in pursuance of the 
treasonable purposes of the conspirators 
against the Union, is hereby declared al 
initio null and void. 

V. That whereas it is desirable that this 
State shall be represented in the Federal 
Congress, and maintain her due weight in 
the councils of the Union, therefore the 
Provisional Governor be directed hereby to 
order special elections, in accordance with 
chapter 69 of the Revised Code, as soon as 
practicable and expedient, in any district or 
districts now unrepresented. And, in view 
of the prevalence of armed rebellion and 
disorder in many portions of this Common- 
wealth, the Governor is hereby directed to 
issue his certificates of election upon presen- 
tation of such evidence as shall satisfy him 
of the fact of an election. 

VI. That the Governor be authorized and 
empowered to fill such official vacancies by 
temporary appointment, and to do such acts 
as, in the exercise of a sound discretion, he 
may deem expedient for the safety and good 
order of the State. 

The Convention has adjourned, subject to 
be reassembled upon the call of the Presi 
dent.

Knotted, That the Librarian be requested and 
directed to purchase, for the use of tbe people of 
this Commonwealth, Thomas II. Benton's "Thir- 
ty Years in the Senate," and all the other publish- 
ed books of that distinguished statesman that are 
not now in said library. 

Mr. BURNS offered the following pream- 
ble and joint resolution, which lies one day 
on the table, viz: 

Whereas, C. S. Morehend, M. W. Barr, and R. 
T. Durrctt, citiiens of the State of Kentucky, 
have been forcibly seized, without warrant of law, 
by order of tho Federal Government, and taken 
beyond tbe jurisdiction of this Commonwealth, 
and are now incarcerated in the military forts of 
the United States — therefore, 

Retolved by the General Attembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, That the Governor of this 
Commonwealth is hereby requested to demand of 
the President of the United States the immediate 
delivery of tbo cititens of Kentucky aforesaid 
into the custody of the United States Court for 
the District of Kentucky, that charges may bo 
preferred against them, if they have committed 
any offense against the laws of the United States, 
and that they may have a speedy and impartial 
trial, as prescribed by the constitution of the State 
of Kentucky. 

Mr. H USTON offered the following joint 
resolution, which was adooted, viz : 

Rrtolv'd by the General Attemblt/ of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, That all officers or other per- 
sons having charge of any maps or note books of

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following act of tho General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, oor- 
dially approved by me on the 20th instant, is tha 
law of the land, I think proper, in the cxereisa of 
ray executive duties, u> make the same promptly 
known to the public, as I do hereby, and I d« 
hereby enjoin all citiiens and residents of this 
State to bo obedient to all iho requirements there- 
of, to the end lhat Ike humane and noblo pur- 
poses of the Legislature may be faithfully etfeo 
ted. The said aot of the General Assembly is as 
follows : 

Rttolvtiont providing for the peace and quiet of 
thtcitiuenl ofthit CommonwtaUh. 

Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, from 
the beginning, ardently desired and still oherlsh 
tbe hope that they may not ha involved in tbo un- 
natural prevailing civil strife; that Kentucky Is 
now, as she ever has been, willing and ready to In- 
terpose her friendly mediation in adjusting terms of 
peaco and reconciliation alike honorable andjust 
to all; but as her wishes to mediate and restore 
harmony may not avail at present, and it is 
desirable that the people in the mean time should 
act in harmony and beat peace among themselves, 
so that if they shall be involved in war, they will, 
as far as possible, relieve and paliate its calami- 
ties; therefore, 

Retolved by the Gtueral Aeetmbly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That if eollisions between 
hostile armies shall tako plaoo within our territo- 
ry, that it is most earnestly reoommended to tha 
people of Kentucky not to engage in said strife 
amongst themselves on account of differences of 
political opinions; that it is the duty of the people 1 
to be obedient to the civil authorities, and respeot, 
in times of war as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the constitution 
and laws of the land; that ull good cititens, bow- 
ever they may differ in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting each other in their rights of 
life, liberty, and property, against all and every 
invasion thereof by unlawful raids, mobs, maraud- 
ing bands, or other evil-disposed persons, and aid 
the civil authorities in arresting all such persons 
and bringing them beforo the courts for trial. 

2. Retolved, That we, the Representatives of the 
present General Assembly, hereby pledge ourselves 
to a strict observance of the foregoing resolutions, 
and earnestly rocommend a like observance by 
all the people of the State of Kentucky. 

IN TESTIMONY WHEREOF, I, 
BERIAH MAGOFFIN, Governor of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky, have 
hereunto subscribed my name and caus- 
ed the seal of tbe State to be a taxed. — 
Done at Frankfort, this 23d day of September, in 
tbe year of our Lord, 1861, and in tbe 70th year 
of tbe Commonwealth.

Protection fur Volunteers. 
We are much gratified to have the co-op- 
eration of the Frankfort Commonwealth in 
impressing upon the Legislature a* among 
ila first acta of duty the passage of the nec- 
essary laws to protect the property ol our 
hrave volunteers who are now in camp de- 
fending the lives and property of the citi- 
zens of the State. It makes assertions, 
which we have seen corroborated by a num- 
ber of letters, that in very many cases sol- 
diers now engaged in the war for (he Union 
owe debts, balances on their farms, Ac, and 
these debte are often secured by mortgage, 
which falling due during the absence of the 
soldier his property is liable to be sacrificed. 
In fact, when secessionists in any instance 
hold the notes of Union men there will bea 
system of shameful injustice praticed as soon 
as the present stay law expires on the first of 
January. We have heretofore urged, as the 
Commonwealth does now with great force, 
that it is the duty of the Legislature to takt 
some immediate step in this matter, that the 
soldier may know while he is fighting for the 
interests of the State upon the battle-field the 
legrlalors of the State will guard his inter 
ests at home. We think that the universal 
sentiment of the people of Kentucky de 
mands the enactment of a law forbidding 
judgments to be rendered or executions is 
sued against any citizen soldier in the Fed 
eral service for any debt whatever, including 
taxea Such a law would stor> the game ol 
the crafty secessionists who stay at home 
awaiting the coming of the invader*, and in 
the meantime do all they can to worry our 
volunteers and reader their families uncom 
fortable. The legislation must be efficient 
and leave no loop-hole for magistrates, who 
are disloyal, to creep out of. There should 
be, not a mere simple declaratory enactment 
but it should be made mandatory under se 
vere penalties and disqualification for office 
It is high time that some curb should be put 
upon the malignity of the sympathizers with 
secession, who, in some parts of the State in 
particular, have acted in the most wanton 
and fiendish spirit towards those loyal men 
who have (eft their homes and families to 
engage in the holy cause of driving the 
ruthless invaders from our boundaries and 
redeeming the fair fame of Kentucky from 
the insults which have been heaped upon it. 
Let the Legislature act, and act promptly, if 
they desire to do justice, and to represent the 
wishes of their constituents.

J 
is not merely a congratulation and memorial of < 
victory, but it is an intentional eulogy upon • 
policy — a policy of attack, and a condemnation 
also of a policy — a policy of retreat and dt 
fense. This order, coupled with the intro, 
d union of his t'a^iif an active aggreasiv., 
campaign into Maryind, and the taking o r 
Washington, which the President rejected, 
into his report of ttu; battle of Manassas, 
are clear manifestations of a disapprobation 
of the defensive policy of the Confederate 
States. In this ordei- he says to the army 
"Under the-inspira An of a just cause, de- 
fending all we hold dear on earrh or worth 
living for, and with trie merciful aid of the God 
of buttles, we can arid must drive our inva- 
ders from the soil jf Virginia despite their 
numbers, and their*. long accumulated war 
equipage." That Bis army by this victory 
must "be assured Jtt their ability' to cope 
successfully with <tbe foe arrayed against 
thera, in whatever force he may ofjsr bailie, ' 
and that ' no oddsTnust discouragp or make 
them doubtful of victory." When it is re- 
membered that General Evans was ordered 
to retreat should the enemy appear- in force, 
and that, instead of rebuke, Gun. Beauregard 
sends forth this order to the whole army, 
praising and approving of his attacking the 
enemy, there can - be no doubt of hid views 
and opinions. He doss not shrink from the 
'odds" on the Potomac He does not doubt 
his ability, with hia army, "to co^»e success- 
fully with the :*•"*• ' He ihinks that -his 
army "can and must drive theinvaders Jron\the 
soil of Virginia." If left to his discretion, 
would he not long ago have advanced on the 
enemy? If President Davis uesitates to al- 
low the report of the battle of Manassas to 
be printed, what will he do with this order ? 
We fear that General Beauregard may soon 
have to follow the example of Gen. Walker, 
of Georgia.

Tho Impending Dnttle at Columbus. 

' Accounts from Tennessee represent the 
prevalence of a general impression in that 
State and throughout the south-west that 
Columbus will shortly be attacked by our 
troops, and that one of the bloodiest an 
most desperate battles of the war will be 
fought in its immediate vicinity. Acting 
upon thisconviction, the enemy is construct- 
ing works and concentrating forces nl that 
point, felling timber on the Missouri shore, 
to prevent u lodgment of our troops on that 
side, extending their batteries up the river 
above Columbus, and fortifying every defen- 
sible and commanding point, so as to increase 
the utmost natural strength of the position. 

The Confederates understand that Colum- 
bus, though but a little town of one thous- 
and inhabitants, is the gateway to the south- 
west, and that, when it falls, Memphis fallo 
with it, and the river, nearly to NewOrleans. 
is thrown open to us. They know that the 
combat for the command of the Mississippi, 
and control of a large portion of the eouth- 
we6t, is to be fought there, and that there 
they must meet us to contest our passage 
Their resistance will be desperate and fierce, 
and the work will be no child s play, and no 
amateur cannonading, with a terrific waste 
of powder and little loss of blood. The 
struggle will be as sanguinary as a cutlass 
combat on a pirate's deck, and will probably 
be prolonged for several days before it 
reaches a final issue. 

Tbe nature of the contest is well under- 
stood by the army and naval commanders in 
this Department, and the means they will 
bring against the position will be proportion- 
ate to the work to be done. They entertain 
no doubt of their ability to reduce the place, 
and, notwithstanding its strength, with an 
army composed of tbe material whose brave- 
ry was exhibited in the attack on Belmont, 
we are conviuced that the position will be 
captured

ATTENTION TAX PAYERS! 

TnE attention of Tax payers of Franklin 
county is respectfully called to the following 
circular: 

TO TnE SHERIFFS OF KENTUCKY. 

The condition of the Treasury makes it neces- 
sary, for the purpose of carrying on the Govern- 
ment, that the revenue should be paid into the 
Treasury as early aa possible, and that payments 
should be made whenever an amount sufficient to 
justify shull have been oollected. I therefore 
most earnestly call upon the sheriffs of tho State 
to use overy exertion in their power to collect and 
pay in the revenue of their respective oountios at 
the earliost possible day, that tho credit of the 
State may not suffer for tho want of means to pay 
off just claims against it. It would be a source of 
regret to me to take judgment ugainst any of the 
sheriffs; but my duty will require me to enforce 
the law against any sheriff who fails to pay in the 
revenue by the time fixed by law.

Wbereu, The following resolution*, via; 
have this day been paased by both House* of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 

Kentucky, the Governor's objectlona thereto to 
the r oontrary notwithstanding, and are therefore 
the law of the land, I do horeby iM Ue this my 
proclamation, enjoining all offioers and oitl- 
icns of this State to render obedienoo to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and In obe- 
dienoo thereto, I have ordered Gon. Thomas L. 
Crittenden to execute the purposes oont«mplatod 
by said resolutions; and I heroby require all cltt- 
10ns of Kentuoky subject to military duty to obey 
the call whioh the said Gen. Crittenden may 
make upon them ln aooordance with the previa 
ions of said resolutions. 

Whereas, Kentucky has been invaded by tho 
forces of the so-oalled Confederate Statea, and tho 
commanders of tho foroos so Invading tho Stato 
have insolently prescribed the conditions upon 
which they will withdraw, thus insulting tho dig. 
nity of the State by demanding terms to whioh 
Kentucky cannot listen without dishonor; there 
fore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That tho invaders 
must be expelled; inasmuch as there arc now io 
Kentuoky Federal troops assembled for tho pur- 
pose of preserving the tranquility of the State 
and of defending and protecting the people of 
Kentucky in the peaocful enjoyment of their Uvea

2. Further resolved, That Oeneral Robert An- 
derson, a native Kentuokian, who has been ap-

Proclamation by the Governor. 

WHEREAS, oertain arms belonging to the 
State of Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to tho Home Guards, In counties of the First 
and Second Districts, under an allotment made by 
the Military Board, were lately siezod by lawleaa 
persons, and tnken away from their place of de- 
posit in Mayfteld; and it boin ? reported to me 
that a portion cf caid arms have been distributed 
among individuals in Fulton oounty, contrary to 
law and the authority of the Military Board; and 
said Military Board having passed tho following 
order: 

Militabt lioAkO, Frankfort August 1, 1861. 

On motion of Gen. Dudley — 

Resolved, That his Exoellenoy, the Governor, 
be requested to take such steps u he may think 
best calculated for the recovery of the public arms 
forcibly taken from Mayfield, and oaxned to Ful- 
ton county.

Now, therefore, I, BERIAH MAGOFFIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kontucky, do 
now issue this my proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery citizen or other person within the jurisdiction 
of this State, having in his possession any arms 
or munitions thu3 unlawfully seized as above 
stated, forthwith to deliver up the same to the 
Judge of the Country Court of the oounty in whioh, 
be resides, to be returnod by said Judge to the 
State Arsenal at Frankfort; and I make this ap- 
peal to the loyalty of such oitizeus in good faith, 
believing that they will promptly manifest such a 
signal proof of their fidelity to the laws and au- 
thorities of the Stato; at the samo time warning 
all concerned that If this order be not promptly 
obeyed, my duty will require tho most vigorous 
enforcement of the laws against all disobedient 
offenders.
